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PREFACE. 



A siBiBB of Hftndbooks for the stadj of Saiukrit fleenui to be xeqnired at 
the preeeiit moment by tiro clasaes of reeden ; by those who^ as oandidates 
for the Indian Civil Service, are anxious to acqiiiretliat amount of familiarity 
with tbe grammar and literature of the dassical language of India, which is 

not only useful for an honourable acquitment at the public examinations, but 
serves as tlie best foundation for the subsequent sturljof the ppoken vernacu- 
lars ; and bj that steadily increasing number of scholars who \vish to gain an 
elementary, yet accurate, knowledge of a language which i3 the key to the 
secrets of|ComparatiTePhil(dogy.] 

There is, indeed, no lack of boohs in English for those who make 
Ssaskrit the study of tiieir life ; and even continental scholars who widi to 
acquire a sound and profound knowledge of the ancient language and litera- 
tore of India, must still have recourse to the masterworks of English scholars 
such as Col*'brool:e, Prinsep, and Wil'^on. The first volume of Colebrooke's 
Sanskrit Grammar, published sixty years ago, is a momiment of English 
scholarship -which has never been surpassed by auy subsequent Grammar, 
whether lu English, German, or French. Professor Benfey'a large Sanskrit 
Grammar, published at Leipzig in 1852, is the only work that rivals it in 
comprehensiveness and authoritativeness.* The Dietionaiy of Wilson, to 
which is nudnly dne the rapid progress which Sanskrit scholarship has made 
in the Universities of Europe, is still the only complete thesaurus of the 
language <tf ancioat India* There are tbe editiones principes, the original 
translations, the comprehensive essays, due to the honest industry of such 
men as Sir W. Jones, Wilkins, Colebrnoke, Wilson, and Ballantyne, which 
will always keep their place of honour in the library of every student of 
baubio-it. But these work^ are available to advanced scholars only, while 
the elementary books now aceesaible to English students who wish to begin 
the study of Sanskrit, and who, in many cases, have to begin it without the 
help of a master, are, with rare exceptions, edited in sudi a manner tiiat they 
fail in the very dements of grammar, and unnecessarily retard the progress 
even of the most painstaking pupils. It has been said, indeed, with some 
apparent truth, that the race of bona fide Sanskrit scholars seemed for a time 
extinct in England ; but the late publications of Mr. J. Muir of Edinburgh, 
and Professor E. B. Cowell of Calcutta, bear witnets that iu Sanskrit 
scholarship, too, England will always hold her own, and that, with the

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advfintft^es enjoyotl by the members of the Civil Service in India, there will 
never be wanting worthy successors of Colebrooke and Wilson — men who 
have not only mastered the intricacies of .SHnskrit grammar, but who are 
capable of rcadinj; Sanskrit MSS., and coutributiug towards the progress of 
Sanskrit scholarship by editing texts that have never been edited before, and 
translating texts that have never been translated before. 

The present series of el«nentary handbooks is intended to e<Hnpri8e an 
elemmtaiy Grammar for Bnglish students, a Sanskrit-English Dictionary, 
and the ordinary text-books, the H itopad e6at the Lawsof Manu, the play of 
Sakuntala, the Nala, and such other works as may hereafter nvem to be culled 
for oitlier in Enn;land or in India. A Manual of Comparative Fhilology, 
written with special reference to Greek and Latin, is likewise in preparation. 
The cooperatiou of several eminent Sanskrit scholars haa been secured. 

The first volame of the series contains the First Book of the Hitopadefo, 
a work whieh, since the days of Sir William Jones, has been used as the text- 
book in all Colleges and Publie Examinations. The Sanskrit text has been so 
arranged that even thoae vho are not able io command the assistance of an 
efficient teacher will be able by themi^elves to read, para^ and translate every 
word of this ancient collection of Indian fables. 

The first line contains the Sanskrit text in Devan&gart letters, the words 
properly joined according to the rules of Sandhi. 

The second line gives every word transcribed in Roman letters. The 
system of transliteration is that of Sir W. Jones, with a few modxiications 
whlcb are now generalljr adopted bj Sanskrit scholars. The words aro 
separated, and the final and initial letters allowed to remain unaflTected by the 
mles of Sandhi. Compoon4 words have been divided, and the single words 
which enter into composition are given in their crude forms. Thus sittjii- 
tkritoktishu is printed taihskrita-uktishu, but not sam-krita-uktishuy because 
it is saihskritOy as a readv-made word, that enters into composition with ukH. 
iSaniskaras, on the contrary, is divided into sam-karas, thus showing tlio 
reader that the insertion of the s, and the change of m into Anus\ara, are tho 
result of the composition of haras with gam. According to the same system 
utmwmuUiM is printed tam^nd'naHm, rajapuir6$ appears as rt^em'putras, 
apatfe* as iQMMft', &c Two advantages are thus secured: the pupQ is 
warned agidnst reading the Devanfigail text too mechanically by tiie aid of 
the transliteration, and his attention is from the first attracted to the mles 
which govern the composition of words. 

The third line contains a grammatical analysis of every word. The space 
that could be spared for this being very limited, it was necessary to use 
abbreviations, a complete list of which will be found at the end of the preface. 

The fourth line supplies an English interlinear translation. As far as 
possible each Sanskrit word is here rentoed by an English word, the snc- 
oession of words in Sanskrit being preserved throughout in English. Any 
attempt at English idiom was out of the question j yet it is hoped tbai^ by the 
help of the grammatical analysis, this English transvocabulaticni (jtU osnta 
verlo) may bo intelligible and useful to a diligent student. 

From paire 38 the transliteration is discontinued. The student, after having 
worked his way through the first thirty-eight pages, ought to be sufficiently 
familiarised with the Devanagari alphabet to be able to dispense henceforth 
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witli the iiooian transcript. In order to mark the end of words which in the 
Devanagart text aie joiued together with the next following words, a dot 
has been placed beneath the final letter, an expedient which, it. is hoped, will 
prove uaefal to the b^inneri and do awaj with tlie neoeasity of separating 
the final and initial letters of words which, aoc<Hrdiiig to the genius of the 
Sanskrit language, cannot be conceived as separated from each oth«r. 

From page 68 the grammatical analysis too has been discontinued. The 
student, after having read so far, may reasonably be supposed to have acquired 
Btich a knowledge of the elements of Sanskrit grammar as to be able to read 
the re8t of the iirst book of the Hitopade^a with the help of a literal inter- 
linear translation. 

The Sanskrit text is chiefly based on that of Lakshami Nuruyan 
Ky&lanULr, in bis edition of the HitopadeSs, with a Bengali and English 
translation, Calcutta, 1830. Deviations -fhim that text were only resorted 
to where grammar, regard for the difficulties of beginners, or decency, 
seemed to require it. That text was chosen as an authority, partly because 
it was desirable to have, as far as possible, the same text in the examinations 
in India and in England, partly because an eclectic text, even one so carefully 
elaborated as that of Schlegel and Lassen, seemed to be incompatible with those 
principles of diplomatic criticism which are now adopted by all sound scholars, 
not only in Greek and Latin, but likewise in Sanskrit and Oriental literature. 
No attempt has yet been made to arrange the numerotts MSS. of the Hitopadeia 
genealogically, and there is bardly another work with which each copyist has 
▼entnred to take such liberties ss with this, the most popular story-book of 
India. Until MSS. have been genealogically arranged, a selection of certain 
plausible readings from this or that M S. is worse than useless. In my trans- 
lation of the Uitopadesa, published in the year 1844, I pointed out that an 
eclectic restoration of the text, even if carried out by men of taste and 
proiound scholarship, could never aatiofy the demands of modern criticism. 
As the labour of collating and classifying the MSS. of the Hitopadeba would 
have been very great, and as, owing to the nature of this popular work, the 
result would always have been prdblematica], I determined to make no attempt 
at a critical restoration of the tex^ but to adhere thronghoat to some one native 
authority. The reason why I preferred the text of Lakshami Nar&yan Nydlan- 
kar, the Bengali editor and translator of this Indian school-book, to any single 
MS. of the Uitopadesa, was, as I stated before, of a purely practical nature — I 
wished there should be, as far as possible, a eertalu uniroraiity in the text-books 
used in England and in India. I have al;;o to couil tli.it in cases where f^iich 
commou phraac^ as tathd cha, ajjaram cha, talha cha uklam ('and thus it is 
said') would have entidled a blank space of four lines, they have sometimes 
been omitted, and that the same consideration has occasionally required the 
omission of certain pwtions in the grammatical analysis of the text. 

The manuscript of the First Book of the Uitopadesa, as here printed, was 
carefully prepared fur me, according to the principles just explained, by 
Dr. F. Kielhorn, and I hope that the labour bestowed upon it by him and by 
myself will prove useful to that daily-increasing class of scholars who wish to 
acquire an accurate knowledge of the classical language oi' ancient India, 
whether as a preparation lor the study of the spoken vornaculuis, or as au 
iotrodttetimi to the science of language.

But tliis, in tlie peculiar style of his grammar, is only 
a step to a further rule (viii. 4, 58\ according to which every Anusvara that 
has thus been enjoined, must bo (noi, may be) pronounced like the nasal belong- 
ing to the consonant following, except bufore i, sh, h, where it remains 
Annay&ra. The long and short of tiieae mlea i^ that m, in the middle cf a 
word, is prononnoed like the nasal of the consonant following, except before 
ptr,ifV,A,H,^npm (where no change is etyoined by viii.

At the end of words, as the pronunciation in coses 1-25, 2S, 26, 29, ia 
optional, the do^ which in accordance with most MSS. I always prefer, may 
either be pronounced aa Anusvara or looked upon as the graphic substitute for 
any of the live < lass-nasals and of the three nasalised semi-vowels. Only, if it 
precedes won Is beginning with r, «, sft, s, h, the final dot must bo pronounced 
as Anusvara. Lastly, if words ending in m stand iti pausa, the final dot, 
according to tiie strict interpretation of Fanini, is to be pronounced aa m. 

Though this matter is in itself simple enough, it has been much com- 
plicated by grammariana who did not perceive that the rules given by Panint 
refer to pronunciation and not to writing, and that in Sanskrit MSS* and 
native publications the dot has really two quite distinct functions : 

1. It marks the sound of Anusvara at the end of words before s, sh, s, h, 
and r (optionally before any consonant), and in the middle of words before 
I, s, h. 

2. It graphically replaces in the middle of words the five nasals before 
the twenty mntes, and the m at the end of worda tfi pautL, 

In an elementary book like the present, the consistent nse of the dot 
instead of the five chus-naaals in the cases described above, has the advantage 
that while it removes any donbt as to the original nature of final n, and n, 
when followed by initial sonant Palatals, Linguals, and Dentals,* it forces 
the student to practice the phonetic rules in order to be able to jtuliTr' for 
himself whether the dot represents the sound of Anusvara or whether it is 
used as an abbreviation in place of one of the five class-nasals.
